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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues in substance that A)Vahalia does not disclose a switch fabric since the server is a 
PC. B) Vahalia does not disclose selecting one of said plurality of said potential consumers. 

In response to A) Vahalia discloses a plurality of clients 25 "potentail consumers" connected to an ATM switch as shown in fig. 2. Vahalia 
also teaches control servers 28 and 29 "switch fabric" connected to a plurality of stream servers that select a stream server to stream data 
to a client (see col. 5 lines 58-col. 6 lines 38). The controller server 28 and 29 could assign a stream server to a network client by a 
protocol sending to the client the network address of the stream server assigned to send or receive data to or from the client. Alternatively, 
the active one of the controller servers 28, 29 could communicate with a switching mechanism such as the ATM switch 53 to establish a 
data link between the client and the stream server assigned to the client (see col. 6 lines 24-39). The control servers 28 and 29 are 
servers and not PCs and therefore the control servers inherently have a stream fabric. 

In response to B) The claim language states "select said one of plurality of potential consumers and output at least a portion of the data to 
the selected consumer". The control server streams data to selected clients from the stream servers based on an admission control 
program (see col. 8 lines 24-54) . Claim language does not specify on what basis the client is being selected and therefore the controller 
server selecting a client to receive a data stream based on the user request and based on an admission program meets the scope of the 
claim language . 
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
